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BLESSED  IS  LABOUR 

Elder  Sylvester  Q,.  Cannon

(From  an  address  delivered  at  the  third  session  of  the 
Ninety-ninth  Semi-annual  Conference,  in  the  Tabernacle,  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  U.  S.  A.,  October  6,  1928.) 

I  have  been  deeply  impressed,  my  brethren  and  sisters, 
by  the  splendid  instructions  of  the  First  Presidency  and  others 
who  have  spoken  during  this  conference  thus  far.   I  rejoice 
with  you  in  the  favourable  conditions  which  prevail,  and  the 
measure  of  prosperity  and  progress  in  evidence  among  the  Latter- 
day  Saints.   I  realize  the  vast  work  that  is  before  us  to  do. 
I  appreciate  the  tremendous  responsibility  that  rests  upon 
Latter-day  Saints  both  temporally  and  spiritually,  to  accomplish 
that  which  the  Lord  has  in  view  for  us.   It  is  incumbent  upon 
every  one  of  us  to  do  our  part  and  to  strive  to  qualify  our- 
selves to  accomplish  the  work  assigned  us.   For  the  building 
up  of  the  Church  depends,  not  upon  one  or  two  or  a  few,  but 
upon  every  one  of  those  who  have  received  the  Gospel. 

The  responsibility  is  upon  each  one  of  us  to  leern  our 
duty  and  then  endeavour  to  do  it.   If  we  all  take  part,  if 
we  all  perform  our  work,  if  we  all  sence  that  responsibility 
and  endeavour  to  live  up  to  it,  we  shall  unitedly  receive  the 
blessings  and  the  benefits.   This  great  and  important  work  is 
divine  in  its  nature,  and  is  intended  to  fulfil  a  grest  destiny. 
It  is  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  and 
the  establishment  of  righteousness,  to  build  up  Zion,  and  to 
do  all  those  things  which  the  Lord  has  declared  unto  us.   So 
it  means-  that  every  one  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  both  young 
and  old,  should  seek  to  prepare  himself  or  herself  to  do  his 
or  her  part,  and  to  achieve  the  work  before  us. 

I  was  greatly  impressed,  as  I  am  sure  you  were,  with  the 
statement  made  by  President  Grant,  at  the  opening  of  this 
conference,  regarding  the  material  achievements  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints,  in  one  respect  alone;  and  that  is  the  building  of 
meeting  houses,  amusement  halls,  and  stake  houses,  during  the 
year  1927,  and  during  the  nine  months  of  this  year.   The  Latter- 
day  Saints  recognize  that  material  progress  and  temporal 
affairs  are  bound  up  with  the  spiritual;  and  we  cannot  dissociate 
one  from  the  other;  for  they  both,  temporal  and  spiritual, 
affect  our  welfare.   We  can  not  live  by  the  material  things 
alone,  neither  can  we  live  entirely  by  the  spiritual  things. 

When  we  think  of  what  is  required  in  the  way  of  the  building 
of  these  meeting  houses,  which  is  only  one  of  the  activities 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints--one  of  the  responsibilities  which 
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service  of  the  Lord,  while  they,  at  the  same  time,  provide 
for  their  families  by  their  own  efforts.   Among  the  advantages 
of  this  divine  plan  are  that  there  is  developed  in  them  the 
spirit  of  service,  self-reliance,  sympathy,  practicality,  a 
desire  for  knowledge  and  brotherly  kindness.   You  remember 
the  statements  of  the  Apostles  of  old--how  they  laboured. 
Paul  especially  declared  repeatedly  how  he  had  worked  for 
the  welfare  of  the  people  and  yet  supported  himself.   In  his 
epistle  to  the  Corinthian  Saints,  he  says:  "We.  .  .  labour, 
working  with  our  own  hands;"  and  again,  to  the  Thessalonion 
Saints,  he  says:  "For  ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labour  and 
travail:  for  labouring  night  and  day,  because  we  would  not 
be  chargeable  unto  any  of  you,  we  preached  unto  you  the  gospel 
of  God." 

It  is  important  that  everyone  should  learn  the  value  of 
hard  work.   The  Lord  commanded  Adam,  and  through  him,  all  his 
descendants,  that  we  should  eat  our  bread  in  the  sweat  of  our 
face;  or,  in  other  words,  by  earnest  effort,  whether  we  labour 
physically  or  mentally.   Mental  labour  is  often  ,iust  as  stren- 
uous, and  ,iust  as  important,  if  not  more  so,  than  physical 
labour.   Ordinarily,  whether  our  vocation  is  chiefly  physical 
or  mental  in  character,  we  have  occasion  to  use  both  powers  in 
that  which  we  have  to  do.   Well-balanced  development  involves 
sustained  physical  as  well  as  mental  efforts.-  Paul  the  Apostle 
declared:  "Be  .  .  .  not  slothful  in  business;  fervent  in  spirit; 
serving  the  Lord." 

Idlers  Have  No  Place  in  Zion 

Soloman  says:  "Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it 
with  thy  might."   The  Apostle  Paul  says:  "We" -commanded  you, 
that  if  any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he  eat."  -And,  again: 
"Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more:  but  rather  let  him  labour, 
working  with  his  hands  the  things  which  is  good,  that  he  may 
have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth."   In  the  revelations  which 
the  Lord  has  given  in  these  times  it  is  declared:  "Thou  shalt 
not  be  idle;  for  he  that  is  idle  shall  net  eat  the  bread  nor 
wear  the  garments  of  the  labourer." 

President  Brigham  Young  on  one    occasion,  speaking  on  this 
subject,  declared:  "The  non-producer  must  live  on  the  products 
of  those  who  labour.  .  There  is  no  other  way.   If  we  all  labour 
a  few  hours  a  day,  we  could  then  spend  the  remainder  of  our 
time  in  rest  and  the  improvement  of  our  minds.   This  would 
give  an  opportunity  to  all  the  children  to  be  educated  in  the 
learning  of  the  day  and  to  possess  all  the  wisdom  of  men." 
Every  member  of  this  Church  ought  to  have  some  vocation  and 
proceed  to  do  that  work  with  purpose  and  energy.   "Seest  thou 
a  man  diligent  in  his  business?  he  shall  stand  before  kings; 
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he  shall  not  stand  before' mean  men."   "re  need  to  3earn  the  ben- 
efits of  concentrated  effort.   Our  purpose  should  be  to  gain 
sufficient  resources  to  enable  us  to  give  more  effective,  whole- 
hearted service  to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  besides  maintaining 
satisfactorily  those  dependent  upon  us. 

I  would  particularly  like  to  stress  the  idea  that  we  should 
all  willingly  and  gratefully  set  apart  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  fruits  of  our  labours  for  the  furtherance  of  God's  pur- 
poses with  respect  to  mankind.   That  is  a  law  established  of  the 
Lord  for  our  blessing  and  benefit.  'It  is  not  sufficient  that 
vie    should  help  only  in  community  activities.   That  is  a  proper 
and  appropriate  thing.   ire  ought  to  t^ke  part  in  those  movements 
that  really  promote  the  community  welfare.   As  a  matter  of  fact, 
all  the  things  that  we  are  doing  which  we  consider  we  do  for 
the  Lord,  are  in  reality  for  the  welfare  of  our  fellowmen. 
The  tithing  which  we  pay'  is  actually  for  the  benefit  of  mankind. 
v'e  dedicate  a  portion  of  our  means  to  the  Lord  to  be  used  by  His 
servants  in  the  promotion  of  those  things  that  concern  mankind-- 
in  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  salvation,  the  building  of 
places  Of  worship  for., the  spiritual  training  and  recreational 
welfare  of  all  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  same,  the 
eduaation  of  the  young  people,  the  help  and  welfare  to  those  in 
need,  the  erection  of  temples  for  sacred  ordinances,  and  many 
other  things. 

The  Apostle  declares:  "I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how 
that  so  labouring  ye  ought  to  support  the  weak,  and  to  remember 
the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said, "It  is  more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive."   All  of  these  things  we  ought  to  do. 
We  ought  to  be  diligent  in  our  labours  in  order  to  obtain  the 
greatest  material  and  spiritual  advancement,  always  keeping  in 
mind  the  counsel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  "Labour  not  for  the 
meat  which  perisheth,  but  for  that  meat  which  endureth  unto 
everlasting  life,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall  give  unto  you." 

I  pray  that  the  Lord  may  guide  each  one  of  us  to  a  sence 
of  our  responsibilities,  whereby  we  may  strive  to  qualify  in 
the  most  effective  way  to  be  helpful  in  the  building  up  of  the 
work  of  God;  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

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"A  TITHING  TESTIMONY11 

(An  editorial  taken  from  June  7,  1928  issue  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints'  Millennial  Star.) 

The  day's  work  was  done.   We  were  resting  and  chatting 
on  the  porch  of  the  house.   The  towers  of  the  Logan  Latter-day 
Saint  temple,  on   the  hill  below,  were  golden  from  the  evening 
summer  sun. 

"The  architecture  of  that  temple  is  unusual  and  impressive," 
said  one  of  my  two  guests,  both  eminent  officials  of  the  Nat- 
ional Government,  and  added,  "What  are,  really,  the  principles 
of  your  faith?" 

Throughout  the  long  evening  I  answered  his  question  and 
set  forth  the  foundations  of  Latter-day  Saint  doctrine.   At 
lenght  I  mentioned  the  principle  of  tithing. 

"You  need  not  explain  tithing  to  me,"  said  my  friend, 
"for  I  think  I  know  its  merits  just  as  well  as  you  do." 

Then,  into  the  twilight,  he  told  his  story. 

As  a  life-long  employee  of  the  Government  he  had  always 
had  a  fixed  monthly  salary,  increasing  slowly  with  the  years. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  had  come  from  well-to-do  homes.   Their 
tastes  were  such  that  their  income  barely  sufficed  for  their 
wants.   When  children  were  born  to  them,  expenses  increased,  "..■ 
and  the  income  became  insufficient  to  pay  the  household  bills.  . 
He  and  his  wife  discussed  the  situation  time  and  again. 
Budgeting  systems  and  other  devices  were  tried  in  succession, 
but  with  little  improvement.   They  were  going  behind  every 
month.   They  were  approaching  a  serious  and  dangerous  condition. 

One  day,  in  the  midst  of  his  financial  distress,  he  turned 
to  the  Bible,  and  read  that  Abraham,  flushed  with  victory  over 
his  enemies,  yet  gave  tithes  to  Melchizedek,  a  "priest  of  the 
most  high  God."   As  a  flash  of  inspiration  the  correctness  of 
the  principle  was  borne  in  upon  him.   As  he  searched,  he  found 
that  the  practice  of  giving  tithes  had  always  been  taught  by 
the  prophets;  that  it  was  a  divine  commandment. 

That  day  he  suggested  to  his  wife  that,  in  spite  of  their 
obligations,  they  give  a  tenth  of  their  income  to  the  Lord. 
She  agreed  willingly.   When  the  next  monthly  salary  payment 
came  he  handed  one-tenth  of  it  to  the  astonished  minister  of 
the  church  to  which  he  belonged,  with  the  remark  that  it  was 
the  Lord's  tenth  of  his  income. 

"Since  that  day,"  he  said,  looking  gently  into  the  gathering 
night,  "I  have  never  failed  to  remember  my  tithing.   Just  as 
regularly  as  my  salary  comes,  I  recognize  the  Lord  as  the  real 
giver,  by  returning  to  Him  one-tenth  of  it." 

"Since  that  day,"  he  answered  "we  have  been  able  to  make 
our  salary  cover  our  wants.   I  can  not  tell  you  just  how  we 
have  done  it.   We  think  it  has  come  about  through  the  blessings 
of  the  Lord.   We  have  not  had  more  money,  but  our  family  has 
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teen  better  cared  for  and  we  are  out  of  debt.  'But,  of  greater 
worth  is  the  new  peace  and  happiness  that  we  have  gained.  The 
inward  t4oy  that  comes  from  obedience  to  God's  law  is  above  all 
earthly  price ." 

My  other  friend,  who  had  remained  silent  during  this  re- 
cital, now  spoke  up. 

"He  taught  me  the  principle,  also;  and  I  tried  it.  I  have 
now  given  tithing  to  my  church  for  many  years.  From  its  effect 
on  me,  I  esteem  it.  no  hardship  but  a  blessed  privilege." 

We  parted  for  the  night,  refreshed,   In  my  mind  lingered 
the  thought,  that  if  a  possessor  of  partial  truth,  with  his 
narrowed  vision  of  a  single  principle,  can  win  such  blessings 
for  himself,  how  much  more  might  we  gain,  who  stand  in  the  full 
light  of  divine  truth;  and  how  much  may  we  lose  by  forge tfulness 
of  our  privileges. 

"There  is  a  law,  irrevocably  .decreed  in  heaven  before  the 
foundations  of  this  world,  upon  which  all  blessings  are  predicated 
and  when  we  obtain  any  blessing  from  God,  it  is  by  obedience  to 
that  lav;  upon  which  it  is  predicated."
